Dearness Allowance 

The D. A. shall be calculated on the basis of the Consumer 
Price Index Numbers of the respective district headquarters. 
The D. A. shall be calculated at the end of every month on the 
basis of the latest available Consumer Price Index Number publi 
shed by the Bureau of Economics and Statistics. The workers 
shall be eligible for variable D. A. at the rate of 156 paise (one 
hundred and fifty- six paise only ) for the increase of every one 
point above 100 points in the new series. 

Adolescents shall be paid 75 % of the monthly wages and 
D. A. of adults. Customary payments in kind shall be continued 
to be paid wherever they are in vogue at present. 

In case, the employees are actually in receipt of higher wages 
than the Minimum Wages fixed , the shall continue to get the 
benefit of such higher wages . 
Fitting 

Those employees who are now getting the minimum or more 
than the minimum in the respective scales shall be fitted in the 
next higher stage in the scale. Those who are in receipt of wages 


below the minimum , shall be given the minimum in the scale . If 
any employee is known by any other designation , such employees 
are entitled to get wages, D. A. etc, allowed to employees doing 
similar work .
